County Alcohol and Drug Program 
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A native Utahn, Robert 
Blanthorn is the new director of 
the Wasatch County Alcohol and 
Drug Prevention Program. The 
Alcohol and Drug Prevention 
Program also offers treatment for 
alcohol and drug abusers and is a 
branch of the County Health 
Department. 


Robert is from Tooele County 
and attended high school there. 
He worked his way through 
college and received a B.S. in 
animal science and a minor in 
business from Utah State Uni- 
versity. Robert worked in 
construction, ranching and on a 
dairy as assistant manager and 
herdsman after completing coll- 
ege. 

Robert remained active taking 
correspondence classes in socio- 
logy, psychology and anthropol- 
ogy while working until he was

eventually accepted by the 
University of Utah Graduate 
School of Social Work. Robert 
specialized in alcohol and drug 


abuse treatment at the university 
taking additional classes and 
doing his internship in the 


— alcohol and drug field. Robert 


was active in education and 
counseling curing his first year 
internship at the Salt Lake City 
Veteran's Administrations Inpat- 
ient Alcohol Treatment Unit. He 
completed his second internship 
working in a residential treat- 
ment unit (The Haven Helping 
Hand Center) and additional 
hours counseling at the Univer- 
sity of Utah medical center's 


_ drug and alcohol abuse treat- 


ment facility. This has given him 
a broad knowledge of the drug 
and alcohol field. 

Robert received a dual track 
clinical and administrative mas- 
ter of social work at the 
university. He then worked as a 
social worker at Utah State 
Training School before accepting 
the director position in February. 
Robert lists reading good books, 
jogging and rodeo among his 
interests. 

The new director stated that 
immediate agency goals will be 
to improve and insure confident- 
ially for those coming to the 
Heber facility. This goal will be 
accomplished by close supervis- 
ion of records and personnel and 
offering more individual and 
group counseling in the evening 
to enhance privacy. This will 
also accommodate those who are 
busy in the days and seek 
intervention services. The new 
director stated that a second goal 


was to set up therapeutic groups 
for young school age women and 
men whose lives were unman- 
ageable because of alcohol and 
drug abuse. The groups will be 
run by Ari Levy (M.A. Therapist) 
and Coral Mangus (Prevention 
Specialist). The new director 
noted that his agency is 
cooperating with Alcoholics An- 
onymous. Alonon and Social 
Services. He also stated that the 
agency would continue coordin- 
ating with other governmental, 
civic and religious organizations 
in the area. The Alcohol and 
Drug Center offers educational 
classes for prevention and will 
offer these free of charge if 
contacted. The agency offers 
treatment for victims of alcohol- 
ism or drug addiction on a sliding 
scale fee. Treatment is offered to 
the indigent at no cost through 
federal Title XX funding. The 
agency is also willing to counsel 
families with drug related 
problems in the privacy of their 
homes - phone 654-3003 and 
leave a message or call 654-5240 
at night to contact the director. 

It is evident that one out of 
every ten individuals who is 
exposed to alcohol and drugs will 
become addicted and will need 
therapeutic intervention to over- 
come the addiction. There are 
many people who use or are in 
need of drug and alcohol 
programs in the Heber Valley. 
The Alcohol and Drug Preven- 
tion program extends a hand of 
triendship to the community to 
those who need our services and 
to Robert. who has made a 
personal and professional comm- 
itment to enhance the quality of 
Wasatch County.
